NOT INFALLIBLE 

Mr. Steed declared that if this 
plan were likely to succeed It 
would have been a great tempta- 
tion to him to draw upon his re- 
sefves in the hope of belng able 
to get more ol} from Russia. But 
Mf it falled 1t would show the 
whole world and the German peo- 
ple that he was not infallible. 

“Things don’t look as if 

Hitler is going to have success 

in his campaign against 

Russia,” said Mr. Steed. ~The 

Position suggests something 

Hike - disappointment, if not 

dismay.” 

Mr, Steed recalled that Herr 
‘Hitler’s decision to attack Russia 
was taken. in spite of warnings 
from his advisers and representa- 
tlves as far back as 1936. These 
Men had warned Hitler that the 
people of Russia and the Ukraine 
would not welcome him and that 
the only way to get hold of what 
he wanted was to get control of 
Rumania itself and to use it as a 
base against Scuth-Western Rus- 
sla for striking at Baku from 
where he could get what he want- 
ed 


“These warnings were given 
early in 1936,” declared Mr. Steed, 
“and for a time it looked as if 
Herr Hitler would heed them. Ru- 
mania was brought under control 
but then the Aryan notion came 
into Hitler’s mind again. These 
notions seem to have been wrong 
and his hopes of setting up of 
quislings to influence the Russians 
hag not materialised. He has his 
quislings alright but so far he has 
net been able to do anything.” 

A FRESH ATTACK 

Mr. Steed said that the cam- 
palgn against Russia had certain- 
ly not gone according to plan and 
it now looked as ff Herr Hitler 
Was thinking of a fresh attack on 
another neutral country. 

‘This time It is Turkey,” went 
on Mr. Steed, “but the Anglo-Tur- 
Kish Allianfe’ still holds gcod and 
the Turks know that they will not 
stand to lose by sticking to it. 
Herr Hitler may molest Turkey 
just as he has pressed Vichy 
France. to give up -bases to the 
Japanese and to create new com- 
plications In the Far East.”

Shipment Of 
American Oil 
To Japan Is

By Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (Reuter) 
— President Roosevelt, speaking 
here yesterday, said in effect that 
the United States had allowed! 
Japan to obtatn ol] from the Untt- 
ed States so that Japan would not 
go to the Dutch East Indies to 
obtain it. 

The President was talking in- 
formally to members of the Volun- 
teer Participation Committee of 
the Office of Civt] Defence. 

“There was — you might call it 
— Mmetftiod in letting this ofl go 
to Japan with the hope — and 
{t has workeq for two yeats — of 
keeping the war out of the south- 
em Pacific for our own good, for 
the good of the defence of Bri- 
tain and the freedom of the seas,” 
he said. 

“There is a war going on — has 
been for nearly two years. One of 
our efforts from the very begin- 
ning was to prevent the spread 
of that war to certain areas where 
it had not started. 

PACIFIC OCEAN 


“One of the areas is a place, 
called the Pacific Ocean .. . there 
happened to be a place tn the south 
Pacific where we had.to get a lot 
of things — down in the Bast In- 
dies, the Straits Settlements and 
Indo-China. 

“And we had to help get Aus- | 
tralian surplus meat, wheat and 
corn for England. 

“Tt was most essential from our 
own selfish viewpoint of defence | 
to prevent war from breaking out 
down there,” the President continu- 
ed. :

Mr. M. A. da Stlva prosecuted, 
assisted by Inspector’ G. W. More- 
ton, of the S.C.A,, while Mr. W. A. 
Mackinlay was for the defence. 

Recalled, on the application of 
Mr. Mackinlay, complainant agreed 
that the letter produged in Court 
was written by her and that the 
telephone number, 21516, given in| 
the letter was that of the Sheng’ 
Shi Escort Bureau. 

‘Replying to Mr. Silva, witness 
said that she went to live in the 
escort bureau after she had left 
her friend’s house in Connaught 
Road, and that the reason for her 
going there was because she knew 
someone in the bureau. She omy 
stayed there for a few nights. 


TALKED MATTER OVER 


Law Lat-chuen stated, in evi- 
dence, that towards the end of the 
first moon this year his wife re- 
ceived ¢ertain information regard- 
ing his daughter (the complainant) 
and Cheng.
